Dear Judge Will: 

I'm writing this letter to express my outrage at your labeling two Daytona Beach police 
officer's liars. Not only myself but the entire organization takes umbrage at this attack on both of 
these officer's integrity and professionalism. 

Clearly, your order reflects your personal bias against Supreme Court and Florida Court 
decisions that allow police to use deception in certain circumstances to further their 
investigations.
